ationland  the  same  is  true  of  many; strong 
churdncs  all  over  the  country.  Such  meet- 
ings Sis  the  -Institute  are  eye-openeh 
bverw  program  there  should  be  some  gener- 
al cAnominational  topics  for  educational 
purpAes.  Those  who  oppose  such  are  the 
very  lines  who  need  to  be  enlightened  and 
enlai  ied  and  made  loyal.  If  I am  any  aort 
of  a Baptist  I am  a denominational  Baptist. 
I believe  in  the  whole  Baptist  cause  as  a 
whols  A pastor  who  does  not  is  a mighty 
slim  ^chance  for  a pastor.  An  association 
that  Ann°t  think  and  live  beyond  it$  boun- 
daries is  indeed  too  small.  The  life  that 
does  ((not  overflow  will  stagnate,  and  the 
8tngn|nt  preachers  and  churches  and  associ- 
ations are  the  breeding  places  of  fliseue. 
The  t(bie  will  come  when  the  broad-tninded 
and  hjfoad-hearted  church  will  demand  that 
its  paitor  be  absolutely  a full-roundod  Bap- 
tist tljnt  he  may  be  & true  exponent  of  all 
the  things  Baptists  stand  for.  Large  men  is 
the  cA’ing  demand;  not  men  who  are  fine 
in  thwlogical  hair-splitting,  but  men  who 
develop  the  churches  in  the  graceVof  giv- 
ing, ahd  in  denominational  intelligeike  *nd 
co-opefation.  It  is  sad  for  a ehureh  to  have 
a pusfi>r  who  builds  only  aronnd  himself, 
and  hblds  the  flock  together,  not  by  bonds 
of  ^o-operation,  but  merely  by  hia 
own  bersonal  magnetism.  Such  a ehureh 
will  vfinly  imagine  it  amount*  to  something
